Her Life Hanging by a Thread and any 
New Complications Would Proba- 
bly Result in Her Speedy 
Death.

Loon Laks Howse (N. Y.,) Sept. 14.— 
[By the Associated Press.] Drs. Gard- 
ner of Washington, Doughty of New 
York and Trudeau of Saranac had a 
consultation at the President's cottage 
this morning in regard to Mrs. Harri- 
son, and at its conclusion they issued 
the following statement: 

pan, Primary disease is pulmonary tuber- 
culosis of the right side, associated with 
nervous prostration and a recent complica- 
tlon of sub-acute pleurisy with rapid effu- 
sion of water in the right chest, nécessitat- 
ing two tappings, with some relief.

All her friends 
now realize that any new complications 
will be attended with the greatest dan- 
ger. Mrs. Harrison's vitality is at a 
very low ebb and cannot successfully 
resist further inroads. Dr. Gardner 
said this evening that there is a slight 
improvement and the fluid is not gath- 
ering in her chest as rapidly as before. 
It is learned, however, from other 
sources that the production of fluid is 
sufficient in quantitv to indicate that 
another operation will be necessary to- 
morrow, unless there is a decided im- 
provement in the meantime.

It lies within each individual's 
power to assure his own personal 
safety almost beyond peradventure. 
He has but to drink no water and milk 
except such as has been thoroughly 
boiled, and to eat no food that has not 
been thoroughly and freshly cooked; 
he wiil abstain from butter and cheese, 
and may then possess his soul in se- 
renity. Cholera will pass him by. 
Ever since the Moravia arrived in port 
as the harbinger of the dreaded plague, 
State and local officials have been 
straining every nerve to prevent its 
gaining a foothold in this city and be- 
ing spread by various channels to the 
country at large, but while all were 
looking seaward, cholera quietly made 
its presence felt in our midst and five 
corpses today mark its advent. 

How did it get in? is the question on 
every one's lips. The health officers are 


being to prevent its spread. At each 
of the houses where the patients lived 
two doctors have been stationed to re- 
main constantly on duty enforcing most 
rigid rules for cleanliness, seeing to @is- 
infection, etc. No family must move 
outof the house without a written per- 
mit. The idea is to overwhelm and 
stamp out the disease in each house, 
as was done with the typhus upon its 
first appearance. That this could be 
done was successfully demonstrated in 
the cholera outbreak of 1866. The doc- 
tors on duty imeach infected house will 
remain there untitthe danger of further 
outbreak has finally passed. The health 
ofticers fully believe that this will be 
before long. Other casgs are expected 
todevelop from scattered centers of 
contagion, but none in. the same 
buildings. That is the way the 
health officers propose to drive the 
cholera from the city, now that it has 
got in, and if the citizens will use rea- 
son and not get into a foolish amd need- 
less panic they are sure they will suc- 
ceed, though they by no -means under- 
value the danger. Every possibility, 
every feature of a cholera epidemic 
has been discounted and provided 
against. It is hard for the department 
to trace the cases so far reported, be- 
cause all of the victims are dead. The 
situation is identical with that of 1866, 
when cholera suddenly appeared in 
three or four widely-separated places 
in the city after it had been success- 
fully quarantined out the previons fall. 

The first case this year was Charles 
McAvoy, a plasterer by trade, who 
lived in Tenth avenue. The only pos- 
sible clew may be that he had been 
working about the wharves. Yet, none 
of the pest ships had come up toa 
wharf. McAvoy was seized with cramps 
last Monday evening, and the next 
morning he took to bed, dying Tuesday 
evening. Two doctors diagnosed his 
case as Asiatic cholera, and the house 
was disinfected as a measure of precau- 
tion. Dr. Biggs, who made the autopsy, 
declared, however, that its result was 
‘not at all suggestive af Asiatic cholera, 
while showing the familiar signs of 
cholera morbus,”’ Inspite of this state- 
ment, however, some of the intestinal 
fluid was taken to sanitary headguar- 
ters and, cultivated in gellatine, pro- 
duced a-crop of cholera bacilli, and the 
nature of the disease was no longer 
open to question. Eight days have 
elapsed since McAvoy’s death. What 
caused the long delay in ascertaining 
the exact facts is not stated. 

The other victims were William Wig- 
mann and wife of No. 761 Eleventh av- 
enue, Charlotte Beck of No. 1764 Sec- 
ond avenue and Minnie Levinger of No. 
411 East Forty-sixth street. There 
have beeg other cases of which the 
board has not yet made an official re- 
port. 

It was said at police headquarters 
this evening that the disease had been 
brought into the city by butchers taking 
meat to the quarantined Hamburg 
steamships, but this could not be sup- 
ported. 


OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED. 


The Presence of Cholera in New York City 
Freely Admitted. 

New Yorg, Sept. 14.—/[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Board of Health 
announced this afternoon that from 
the bacteriological examination made 
by Prof. Herman Briggs on the bodies 
of several suspected cholera patients, 
it appears that there have been five 
rdeaths from Asiatic cholera in the city 
of New York. 

The cases referred to in the cholera 
report have been treated with the same 
precautionary measures as would have 
characterized the action of the board 
bad they been immediately and posi- 
tively recogmized. Thus far no second- 
ary cases have occurred on the premises 
cccupied by sick persons, nor have any 
cases arisen from them. The board 
has under examination the. body of a 
woman who died with.symptoms of chol- 
era on September 13.

Minnie 
Levinger was 1 year and 8 months old. 
She died at No. 411 East Forcy-sixth 
street, where her parents lived, 

Physicians have been unable to find 
out how cholera was contracted in each 
one of these cases. So far as they have 
been able to learn, none ofthe dead 
persons came in contact with cholera 
germs. Every precaution has been 
taken to prevent th: spread of cholera 
in these different houses. The bedding 
has been burned and the houses placed 
under observation. 

All these cases were originally re- 
ported to the health authorities as sus- 
pected cholera, and have been under in- 
vestigation by physicians connected 
with the department. Prof. Herman 
Biggs, who is in charge of the division 
of pathology and bacteriology, has been 
making bacteriological examinations o! 
the intestinal fluids taken from the bod. 
ies of the suspected cases. He re. 
ported to the .department this after- 
noon the result of his examinations and 
announced unhesitatingly that the cases 
were Asiatic cholera without doubt. 
William Wigman was yerrs old and 
his wife Sophia was 6 ears old. He 
had been sick for eight days and his 
wife had beensick for about the same 
length oftime. She died on Saturdav 
and he on Sunday. The physicians in 
attendance reported that they believed 
the cases to be cholera, and by order of 
the Board of Health the bodies were re- 
moved tothe reception hospital, where 
they were examined by Prof. Biggs. 
Charlotta Bock, of No. 1764 Second 
avenue, was found sick in her apart. 
ments yesterday. afternoon. She was 
attendea by Dr. Vandergaltz, who saw 
her at 9:30 o’clock. He reported to 
the Board of Health that he believed 
the case to be cholera. She, too, was 
removed tothe detention hospital till 
her death, which occurred at 11:30 the 
same day. 

President Wilson, of the health board, 
stated this morning that he has per- 
formed autopsies on all suspected cases 
of cholera in the city and finds that 
none of the deaths were due to the 
plague. 

The news that five deaths had occurred 
in this city from cholera became known 
on the Stock Exchange during the last 
hour of business. It resulted at once in 
a stampede by traders ahd prices fell 1 
tol‘¢ per cent. The trading being 
very heavy onthe decline, the selling 
scare was generally looked upon as un- 
reasonable and it was thought after the 
exchange closed that traders would be 
anxious to get their stock back tomor- 
row. 

President Wilson said this evening 
that there was no occasion for excite- 
ment inthis city. The Health Depart- 
ment has taken every possible measure 
to prevent the spread of the infection. 
Sanitary Superintendent Edson said 
there is no danger of cholera becoming 
epidemic. There would be sporadic 
cases, he said, for at least sixty days, - 
until realcold weather sets in, which 
will have the effect of stamping out the 
disease. The health officials have sent 
to Ellis Island forthe passenger lists of 
all vessels which arrived here since 
August 29. Every effort will be made 
to trace the passengers as far as prac- 
ticable. Edson said tne infection which 
caused the cholerato break out here 
must have come through quarantine. 
The source of infection is being inves. 
tigated very carefully. 

Mayor Granc had conferences tonight 
with President Wilson, of the Health 
Department, and others. They took 
the view that the best service they 
could render the public was to keep it 
fully informed of all developments. 
The Mayor found the Department of 
Charities and Corrections fully pre- 
pared to care for patients. 

One of the doctors formerly attached 
to the Board of Health, said tonight: 
‘‘The present indications point to an 


epidemic which will require most 
stringent-..measures to prevent it 
from assuming large _ proportions. 
The fact that the _ “history .of 


cases so far is unknown makes the dan- 
ger all the greater, as the points of dis- 
tribution of the cholera germs may be 
many. The authorities can act only on 
each case as it appears, while the dis- 
ease itself is perhaps secretly spreading 
and infecting the crowded tenement dis- 
tricts. The fact that five cases oc- 
curred within such short periods of 
time is strong proof that they are not 
sporadic attacks, but of the true epi- 
demic character. However, an epi- 
demic would not result in such large 
mortality_as in the past history of, the 
plague when sanitary science was 
in a crude state, but should 
cholera get into crowded tenements, it 
would be a difficult matter to check the 
ravages of the disease. In the face of 
such a threatened calamity all politica: 
considerations should be put aside and 
the codperation of eminent medical 
men of the city be sought.”’

AT QUARANTINE. 


A Storm Raging—Avnother Pest-ship— 
Phresh Case on the Scandia, 

Nrw York, Sept. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The storm is still raging 
in the bay, and itis impossible to obtain 
any news fromthe vessels at anchor. 
At alate hour last night Dr. Byron on 
Swinburne Island telegraphed to Dr. 
Jenkins that the surf was running high 
aod that it was exceedingly dangerous 
to put offin their small tugs for the 
usualtour of inspection. Dr. Jenkins 
wired back to make the attempt, which 
means that for a_ period of several 
hours—perhaps fora day or two-—all 
communication is cut off between the 
sick onthe infected vessels and the 
doctors on Swinburne and Hoffman 
islands. ‘The bodies of those who may 
die during that period on the Scandia, 
Rugia, Wyoming or Moravia must re- 
main on board. 

Dr. Jenkins arose this morning much 
refreshed after his first decent night's 
rest, undisturbed by worry or being 
awakened by midnight callers, for some 
time. Things are very quiet here after 
the last few days of excitement. The 
news he gives out today ought to cheer 
the Normannia’s cabin passengers. He 
said he would most certainly release 
them tomorrow. As regards the cabin 
passengers of the Rugia, he would, if 
nothing developed, transfer them to the 
New Hampshire, and thence land them 
on Fire Island as soon as accommoda- 
tions could be arranged. The husband 
of one of the saloon passengers on 
board the Rugia, has just stated that his 
wife, in a letter to him, states that the 
cabin passengers of that steamer do no 
wish to be taken out of the Rugia. 
They have entered a protest against 
being moved. They are afraid of going 
through the same experiences as those 
of the Normannia. She says they are 
all welland not afraid of stopping on 
the Rugia. No arrangements have yet 
been made for the twenty cabin passen- 
gers of the Scandia, but Health Officer 
Jenkins says he is considering the feas- 
ibility of putting them on board the 
Cepheus and anchoring her in the lower 
bay. 

No cabin passengers will be landed 
on Sandy Hook. Dr. Jenkins said he is 
highly gratified with the progress of 
the suffering cholera patients and the 
apparent check which has been put on 
the foul disease. He is not prepared to 
say that there is still no cause for alarm 
asheis not omnipotent although he 
tries to be omnipresent. 

The tank steamer Heligoland, Capt. 
Donkiage, which arrived last night 
from Altona, on the Elbe, a little below 
Hamburg, and is now anchored in the 
lower bay, had two deaths on board 
among her crew from cholera. The 
wen who died on the Heligoland are 
Michael Bolandies, after twenty-four 
ours’ sickness; G. D. Hoffman, after 
twenty hours’ sickness. All are well 
on board now. f

THE PLAGUE ABROAD. 


Another Case in HBerlin—Progress of the 
Disease in France, . 

Beriix, Sept. 14.—| By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A barge man from 
diamburg died in the Moabite cholera 
hospital today. His companion barge- 
man was isolated. Two new cases of 
cholera and one death are reported in 
Stettin today. The magistrates of Ber- 
lin have opened a public fund for the 
relief of the distressed people of Ham- 
burg.

Hamburg, which, so farsaysthe circu- 
lar, have proved unnecessary. 

Paris, Sept. 14.—In Paris and its su- 
burbs there were reported yesterday 
fiftv-nine new cases of cholera and for- 
ty-four deaths, including fourteen new 
cases and thirteen deaths in St. Ouen. 

Havre, Sept. 14.—There were eleven 
new cases and seven deaths of cholera 
reported here yesterday. This’is an 
increase of one new case and a de- 
crease of six deaths compared with the 
previous day. 

St. PeterspurG, Sept. 14.—Qwing to 
the government’s decision to hereafter 
issue only weekly returns, no figures 
are obtainable as to the number of new 
cases and deaths occurriag throughout 
the empire. In St. Petersburg, how- 
ever, yesterday sixty-one new cases and 
fifteen deaths were reported, a decrease 
of three cases and twelve deaths. 

Tae Hacve, Sept. 14.—There was a 
death from cholera yesterday in Maas- 
lins. South Holland. One case of the 
disease is reported from Elburg on the 
Zuyder Zee. 

Lonpon, Sept. 14.—The steamer Hol- 
derness, from Cronstadt, has arrived at 
Hull and reports that two of -her crew 
have died from Asiatic cholera.

dependent Democratic candidate for 
Governor.

When the convention reassembled the 
platform was read. It indorses the 
work of the Minneapolis convention and 
pledges the solid vote of the Republican 
party as to Harrison and Keid.

The minority vote represented the 
straightout Republicans, would-be Peo- 
ple’s party indorsers and those favoring 
a free-for-all vote. 

The action of this convention will, it

Statement: of the Carpenters’ Eight-hour 
League. 


A committee of the Carpenters’ Eight- 
hour League furnishes the following 
statement of their position in regard to 
the eight-hour day, from which it ap- 
pears that all that is necessary to carry 


it into effect is the codperation of the 
Workmen themselves: 


In answer to various inquiries concern- 
ing the carpenters’ eight-hour movement, 
we, the committee, submit the following: 
A shorter working day is an imperative 
necessity to enable the workman to keep 
pee with advancing civilization. to give 

im more time to investigate his environ- 
ments and learn to control them, instead 
of, as now, being controlled by them. It is 
an indisputable fact that long hours of toil 
are invariably coincident with poverty and 
degradation of the masses on the one hand 
and dangerous wealth and political despot- 
ism of the few on the other. In shortening 
the hoursof labor we make it possible for 
the workingman to enlarge his education 
and thus become a more acceptable mem- 
ber of society. We affirm this as his just 
deserts and hold that he who by labor cre- 
ates wealth should not lack tn its enjoyment. 
We deplore the fact that heretofore the 
average workman has considered work as 
an end and not a means, and believe that 
fact accounts for many of the ills we now 
endure. It need hardly be stated that 
there are more carpentersin the country 
than can get work, so in shortening the 
day more men will be employed, thus re. 
ducing the army of idlers. This is a direct 
benefit, not only to those aiready at work, 
by lessening the competition, but plays into 
the hands of the business world by increas, 
ae the effective demand for production. 

seight bour movement need not be 
considered a radical one, as it has been in 
successful operation for years in Australia 
and other English colonies and has ob. 
tained a respectable foothold in the old 
countries and many parts of the United 
States. In fact, several of the trades—the 
painters, plumbers and others—work eight 
hours now hereinthecity.

Posses in the Field After 
Evans and Sontag. 


The Outlaws Aided by Two Accom- 
plices In the Late Fight. ~ 


A Rifle-pit of the Robbers found on 
the Mountain Side. 


sheriff Hensley Says His Mon Will Shoot 
on Sight—The Indian Trailers Aban- 
don the Chase in Great 
Disgust. 


By Telegraph to The Times. — 

Fresxo, Sept. 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Deputy Coronor Steph- 
ens, who went to Dunlap yesterday 
afternoon to meet the men bringing 
down the bodies of Deputy United 
States Marshal McGinnis and Vic Wil- 
son, returned to Fresno this evening. 
Stephens accompanied Sheriff Hensley 
and posse to Dunlap, and says that 
when he left that place this morning at 
10 o'clock, Hensley and his men were 
getting ready to start in purswit of the 
robbers. Hensley told Stephens that 
he would take no chances, and that the 
posse would shoot on sight. 

it is now certain that there were two 
men in Young’s house with Evans and 
Sontag, who aided the robbers in their 
murderous attack upon the officers. 
Probably the first work of the officers 
will be to make a round-up of persons 
suspected of having given information 
and assistante and the two accomplices 
of the robbers will be arrested. 

Constable Hill told Stephens that he 
had learned from one of the robbers’ 
friends that the robbers say they had 
Sheriff Hensley and Deputy McArdle in 
their power a few days ago, but they 
spared them. The two officers passed 
within easy gunshot of the robbers, 
who were hiding, but they would not 
use their advantage. As proof of this 
they say they left a medicine bottle at 
the place where they were hid so that 
the truth of this story might be sub- 
stantiated. 

A rifle pit constructed by Sontag and 
Evans on the mountain side, about one 
mile from Young’s house was found by 
the officers. It was large enough to 
contain both robbers and a good amount 
of provisions. It is approachable from 
one side only and the robbers could have 
held it against a smallarmy. No news 
was received here today of the move- 
ments of the posse. 


THE OUTLAWS’ VICTIMS, 


Inquest on the Bodles of Wilson and Mc- 
ginnis. 

Visatia, Sept. 
ated Press.| The coroner’s inquest was 
held this morning on the bodies of Wil- 
son and McGinnis, the victims of Sontag 
and Evans. Both men were riddled 
with shot and must have been killed in- 
stantly. The Indian trailers now here 
say that Evans was not wounded. as 
they saw him running away after the 
shooting. No word has been received 
from the.posse so far today. 

Nothing new in reference to Evans 
and Sontag has taken place since the 
inquest this morning. At 4 o’clock 
another party started for the moun- 
tains in search of the desperados. 
Frank Burke and his two Yuma Indian 
trailers started for Yuma, accompany- 
ing the remains of Detective Wilson. 
Burke will return in a few days, but the 
Indians say that they will not come 
back. There is talk of petitioning Gov. 
Markham for a large reward for Evans 
and Sontag, dead or alive. -People are 
asking why those evidently assisting 
the outlaws are not arrested, as it is 
certain that some of them, easily 
named, are carrying communications 
from Evans to his wife and otherwise 
assisting the robbers. 


Onty Two Were Killed. 

San Francisco, Sept. 14.—Dispatches 
from Associated Press correspondents 
in Fresno, Visalia and Sanger state 
that the reports sent out last night that 
more than two persons were killed by 
Evans and Sontag at Sampson Flat yes- 
terday were incorrect. The only per- 
sons killed were United States Deputy 
Marshal Wilson of Tucson, and Andrew 
McGinnis of San Francisco, formerly a 
constable at Modesto.

Golden 
Horn Monday evening the ship yas 
pounding on the rocks and a heavy sea 
was guttingthecabin. There wasthree 
feet of water in the hold. The men 
saved nothing; many were barefoot, 
coatless and all penniless.

Regular Weekly Meeting of the Board— 
Routine Business. 

The regular weekly meeting of the 
Fire Commissioners was held yesterday 
morning with Mayor Hazara presiding, 
and Commissioners Kuhrts,. Stern and 
Brodrick present. Chief Moore was 
also in attendance as usual. 

The application of Mr. Lockhart for 
perm ission to store fifty tons of baled 
hay inthe Pacific warehouse was de- 
nied, as it is against the tite ordifiance. 

The petition of O. E. Grubb to be al- 
lowed to move and repair an old frame 
dwelliag at No. 227 Bast First street 
was also denied. 

The report of the chief recommend- 
ing location of chemical engines in the 
neighborhood of Seventh or Ninth 
streets and San Pedro or Alameda 
streets; also Grand avenue or Main and 
Twenty-first streets; also Pico and Ver- 
non streets; also that a first-class hook. 
and ladder truck be located near Fifth 
and Spring streets. 

The Mayor said the best place for the 
location of an engine is Sixth and Pearl 
streets.

An Important Convention to Be Held 
Here Next Month. 


Look Out for Two Candidates—A Sarprise 
Banquet—The Throop Meeting To- 
night—Local Personals and 
Brevities. 


Probably the most important convention 
ever held in Pasadena will be that of the 
State Young Men's Christian Assoctation, 
which convenes here October 12. The con- 
vention will continue for five days. Beside 

300 or more delegates from all over 
the State prominent representatives of the 
association from Oregon and Washington 
and several members of the International 
Cotmmittee will be present. The delegates 
will be hospitably entertained in the homes 
of the citizens, a certain number being al- 
lotted to each of the churches, who will see 
that they are well taken care of. 

The Messenger, the association's official 
paper, published at San Francisco, in its 
last issue devotes considerable space to the 
convention and urges a large attendance to 
‘the best convention that has ever yet been 
held in the best State in the: Unton.’’ The 
State Central Committee meets this week 
at San Francisco to map out the programme 
ofthe convention. The~day sessions will 
be largely devoted to business matters and 
discussion of live topics, while some inter- 
esting lectures will.be heard during the 
evenings. One of these will be illustrated 
by  steropticon views of C.A 
buildings in various parta of the 
world. An unusually attractive feature 


of the convention will be an afternoon of * 


field sports at Athletic Park; on which oc- 
casion athletes from the association's gym- 
nasiums up north will give a practical il- 
lustration of muscular Christiapity. Ar- 
rangeiments afe now being perfected with 
the Athletic Club for this event, which will 
probably be directed by Dr. T. D. Wood 
professor of hygiene and physical instructor 
at Stanford University. 

It is largely due to the earnest efforts put 
forth by Secretary Taylor at Sacramento 
last year that Pasadena was chosen as the 
place for holding the convention of 1892. 
Although the subject has not been much 
discussed itis safe to.predict that one of 
the wholesome results of the assemblage 
will be the adoption of measures whereby 
the local branch can come into possession 
of a first-class building of its own. 

IT LOOKS LIKE TWO CANDIDATES. 

It scems certain that a second candidate 
will be putin the field against J. H. Mer- 
riam for local justice of the peace. After 
the ballots had been cast at the township 
convention held here Monday, but before 
the vote had been made public, Mr. Mer. 
riam declined to follow in the wake of the 
other candidates in the matter of pledging 
himself to the support of the entire Repub. 
lican ticket. Mr. Merriam refused to com- 
mit himself any further tham to say that he 
is a believer in the principles and platform 
of the party. He was candid enough to ad. 
mit alsothat he hadn't made up his mind 
just how he would vote, This has caused 
an. open revolt in the ranks of the party, 
and active steps are being taken to nomin- 
ate a second candidate whose Republican. 
ism and fidelity to the party will admit of 
no dispute. 

Mr. Merriam yesterday published a com- 
munication in reply to the statements that 
call into question his political position. He 
strenuously denies ever having been dis- 
loyal to-the Republican party and states 
that ‘‘the only name on the ticket that I 
have at all hesitated about voting for is 
that of Mr. Lindley, and I am still hoping 
to receive such assurances of his fitness as 
will enable me to vote for him."'

James Townsend spent his 81st birthday 
in Pasadena on Tuesday at the home of 
his son, Dr. J. R. Townsend, where the in- 
teresting occasion was celebrated in 
a pleasant manner. Mr. Townsend's 
Strength isthatofavoung man, and his 
memory on matters historic reaches far 
back of the war clouds of the sixties. He 
was one of the chief conductors on the un- 
derground railroad in the dark days of 
slavery. 

His home in lowa was the headquarters 
of John Brown of Osawatomie and some of 
his picked men. Just before the tragedy 
at Harper's Ferrv, in which the old hero 
lost his life, Mr. Townsend was one of the 
fewto whom John Brown revealed his 
plans, and he strongly opposed the reckless 
scheme. A letter written by J. E. Cook at 
Charlestonjail the nignt before the hang- 
ing, also one in cipher, are relics of special 
interest which Mr. Townsend has. put into 
the possession of hisson, Dr. ‘Townsend.

Prohibition Leeture by R. Foster 
Stone to a Large Audience. 


Mecting of the Santa Ana Noard of Eda- 
cation—Tne Anaheim Trustees—The 
Usual Routine Municipal 
Business, 


SANTA ANA. 

Tuesday evening R. Foster Stone lectured 
to a large audience on the subject of pro- 
hibition. Said the speaker: excel- 
lence of our prevailing civilization is due 
to the observance, tacit rather than open, 
of three great tenets: First, iam my broth- 
er’s keeper; second, righteousness exaiteth 
a nation and sin is areproach to any peo- 
ple; third, the fatherhood of God and the 
universal brotherhood of man. For the 
development of civilization it is necessary 
to have governments, and for determining 
modes of government it is all but necessary 
to have parties whose doctrines refiect the 
sense of their constituency and temper the 
public polity. As are the people so will the 
government be, and the strength, stability 
and wisdom of the latter rest wholly in the 
moral, industrial and commercial qualities 
of the former. 

“The polity which best conserves public 
morals, upbuilds manhood, counsels sobri- 
ety and encourages industry best answers 
the purposes of government. And such is 
the polity we advocate."’

A MISSING MONGOLIAN. 


Mysterious Disappearance of a Young 
Chinese Cook. 


Believed to Have Been Frightened Out of 
the City by Higttbinders, .or Made 
Away With—Pecaliar Fea- 
tures of the Case. 


Last Sunday Hon. George J. Denis’s 
Chinese cook, Ah Chin, who has been 
with him almost a year, disappeared 
under mysterious circumstances. It 
seems that a short time ago, Chin, who 
is a bright boy of 17 years, deposited 
his earnings, amounting to $64, with a 
Chinese merchant named Lung. . 

Nothing more was thought of the 
matter until last week when Chin called 
on Lung and demanded bis money. 
Much to the boy’s surprise, the mer- 


‘chant flatly refused to hand it over, 


and threatened to have Chin slaugh- 
tered if he persisted in his attempt to 
get possession of, the $44. 

Chin reported the matter to his em 
ployer and informed Mr. Denis that he 
was confident that he would be killed if 
he insisted pn collecting his money. 
He said that a highbinder in'the em- 
ploy of Lung had been instructed to 
murder him the first time he showed 
his head in Chinatown. He also in- 
formed Mr. Denis that this is a common 
practice in Chinatown, and that num- 
bers of innocent Chinamen are killed 
and the fact never reported to the au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Denig was determined that his 
little cook should not lose his money, 
and he advised the boy to go again and 
if he did not recover it then the police 
would be asked to take a hand. 

Early Sunday morning last Chin in- 
formed his employer that he was going 
tocall on Lung and make a formal de- 
mand for his money ‘‘and,’’ said Chin, 
“if me nocom back by 2 o’clock today, 
you send your chief police, Mister 
Glass, after me, ’cos they kill mesure.’’ 

Mr. Denis was not again at home 
until late in the afternoon, when he 
learnei much to his surprise, that Chin 
had not been seen atthe house since 
morning. ‘The gentleman became 
alarmed and hurried to the central 
police station, where he told the story 
to Detective Bosqui. 

A thorough search was made for the 
boy, but no trace of him could be found 
until Monday morning, when a trunk 
was found in a vacant lot near Mr. 
Denis’s house, just this side of West- 
lake Park. The trunk was done upina 
pair of blankets, and had a white cloth 
tag attached to it, on which was writ- 
ten a number of Chinese characters. 
The trunk was taken: to the central 
station and a Chinese interpreter was 
called in. 


Lung Company, Folsom, Cal.,’’ and in 
a note on the same piece of cloth Chin 
asks the firm to deliver the trunk to his 
uncle. On the same piece of cloth 
Chin tells his uncle that he has 
lost his place in Los Angeles and 
is going to a smaller town to seek em- 
ployment. He instructs his uncle not 
to write to him at Los Angeles, and 
winds up by saying that he will be in 
Folsom in a month or two. 

The Chinese are of the opinion that 
Chin has lost his mind, but Mr. Denis 
and the detectives think he was so 
badly frightened by the threats made 
against his life that he ran away and 
is now wandering about the country.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 12.—Of the gen- 
eral exhibits at the fair, outside of the 
historical display, I have said but little. 
Taken asa whole, the exhibition is con- 
ceded to be one of the best State ex- 
hibits ever shown in Sacramento. The 
great pavilion is crowded with magnifi- 
cent specimens of California products, 
manufactures and ingenious mechanical 
contrivances. The building itself isa 
matter of interest to the stranger. It 
is built in the form of a Greek cross and 
lighted by dome-shaped skylights Ict 
into the roof. It‘will hold from 15,000 
to 20,000 people. As one receives the 
first view from the main entrance, he 
is impressed with the magnitude of the 
exhibit. 
with gay bunting, flags of .all nations 
and various devices in bright colors. 
The galleries aré devoted almost en- 
tirely to the trade displays, which are 


| magnificent, and many of them very 


unique. 

One wing of the gallery is devoted to 
art, and the walls are hung with paint- 
ings, a large number of which are 
from the brush of San Francisco's 
best artists. Keith has several pieces, 
among them his latest “A View of 
the osemite Valley,’’ in which he 
gives a new revelation of the world- 
famed valley, showing a dark, realistic 
scene suggestive of 4 mountain storm, 
instead of the calm, gray tints in which 
views of the Yosemite are usually por- 
trayed. 

Ernest Narjot contributes his two 
World's Fair pictures—both Mexican 
scenes. Prof.J. lvey, formerly of Los 
Angeles, also hasa creditable exhibit. 

Perhaps the painting which attracts 
most attention is the large canvas, ‘‘An 
Offering to the Gods,’’ from the brush 
of Amadee Joullin, the well-known 
painter of still Jife. It represents the 
balcony of a Chinese Joss house in San 
Francisco with a mandarin offering 
punks to his deities, and is a typical 
scene of the idojatry of the Flowery 
Kingdom. It is painted specially for 
exhibition at the World’s Fair, 

The largest picture in the collection 
which occupies the center wall space at 
the head of the gallery is from Lee 
Lash—the Sailor’s Home.”’ It is 
his salon picture of 1886, and the fig- 
ures seem to stand out from. the canvas 
after the manner of the celebrated 
painting ‘‘The Russian Wedding Feast,” 
Makoffsky’s masterpiece. It fascinates 
all eves. 

THE COUNTY EXHIBITS. 

The main floor of the pavilion is de- 
voted largelv to county exhibits, of 
which Sacramento, Placer and Sutter 
coun ties take the lead in fruit and 
grain displays. Two large spread 
eagles, made of wheat heads, seem to 
be fiapping their wings in exultation 
over Sutter county’s array of grains, 
nuts, mammoth vegetables and dried 
fruits. A miniature steamer laden with 
grapes is anchored in a tank of water, 
representing ariver boat pulling out 
from Lacramento with her cargo of 
condensed wine. 

Perhaps the most artistically arranged 
county exhibit is that of Sacramento. 
The light falling through the dome- 
shaped skylight is softened and mel- 
lowed by window draperies of vellow, 
which enhances the appearance of the 
hundreds of sheaves of golden grain 
bound by red and blue ribbons, and ar- 
ranged in the most striking and artistic 
fashion, flanked on all sides by jars and 
globes of preserved fruits. A granite 
arch forms the entrance. 

Colusa county also has an admirable 
exhibit of grain and fruit, the name of 
the county andthe year being spelled 
out in wheat heads. 

In the agriculturaldepartment, which 
occupies one wing ofthe pavilion, one 
may see everything from a steam 
thresher to a lath fence. 

THE RAILROAD DISPLAY. 

The railroad exhibit by the Southern 
Pacific Company is located in an im- 
mense canvas annex at the rear of the 
pavilion, isa display full of striking 
contrasts. Here are the first locomo- 
tives, inferior affairs, and beside them 
a mammoth compound locomotive; a car 
that in the early days was held to be 
lirst-class, but now seems a toy along- 
side of a splendid Pullman day coach, 
The old-time push snowplow is shown in 
contrast with the modern rotary, and is 
operated every evening. Here, too, is 
an old-time and modern freight car, the 
latter being large enough to swallow 
the former. Engineer Clark, who has 
the best record of mileage and service 
of any living locomotive engineer, is on 
duty in the annex, and ready to explain 
all details of the machinery. Just at 
the door of the annex the Southern Pa- 
cific Company has a case exhibit with 
the celebrated laurel last tie, the last 
(gold) spike, tabulated showings, time- 
table contrasts, etc. 

THE MINING EXHIBIT, 

In an immense canvas annex atthe 
right of the pavilion are displayed the 
many devices connected with gold 
mining and one learns much of the in- 
genious methods employed in wresting 
the precious metal from the treasure 
vaults of Mother Earth. 

All the machinery is run from a little 
dynamo connected with the electric 
plantin another part of the building. 
A model of anew machine for solvi 
the débris question in placer mining is 
on exhibition and two carloads of ore 
have been provided in order to give a 


chinery every evening. 

A centrifugal machine is in opera- 
tion and two carloads of quartz are be- 
ing crushed during the fair, giving a 
practical demonstratidn otf how gold is 
extracted. Every evening little Ray 
Bereridze, the twelve-vear-old black- 
smith of San Francigco, gives an ex- 
hibition of her skill with tne anvil. 
She is a pretty, golden-haired child and 
is a grand-daughter of ex.Gov. and Migs, 
Beveridge of Illinois. who spent last 
winter in Los Angeles and have many 
friends there. : 

THE ERA OF JOURNALISM. 

Not farfrcm the historical depart- 

ment is the newspaper section, where

The exhibit of the Los Anasies Times 
occupies a long table in a conspicuous 
place in the newspaper section. It 
shows 16 stereotype plates of the daily 
and weekly issues. 16 papier-maché 
matrices, stereotype and ‘lectrotype 
cuts,a roll of web paper. calendars, 
special numbers and bound volumes, 
from the little thumb-sheet Minrxor of 
18738 down tothe Dairy Times of 1892, 
with its 8, 12 and 16 pages. On the 
four posts at the back of the table, run- 
ning from left to right, are pictures of 
the different presses used by Tus Times 


and Tue Mirxxor during their 
short lifetime. First, at the left, 
comes the picture of a _ half-me- 


dium Gordon job press, with the date 
1878" at the top, and below it the 
legend, 


‘Capacity, 800 sheets per 
hour.’’ Next comes the picture of a

LIVE STOCK. 


A trip through the live stock depart- 
ment out at the park is full of interest. 
The stalls are filled with horses and cat- 
tle of the bimest blood. One enthusi- 
astic disciple of Rosa Bonheur has a fine 
exhibit of cattle, and, clad in a short 
gown of corduroy, attends to her pets 
personally. -The races, of course. at- 
tract the crowds by day, and at night 
every one flocks to the pavilion. 

SACRAMENTO CITY. 

Sacramento city impresses the stran- 
ger as an old town full of the varied 
history of early California days. The 
plank sidewalks, cobblestone streets 
and ancient style of architecture give 
one a delicious sort of New England 
feeling entirely foreign to that inspired 
by the air of extreme newness which 
characterizes our more modern Califor- 
nia cities. Indeed, Sacramento was the 
starting point of nearly all the oid Cali- 
fornians. Jt was here that our railroad 
monarchs and our bonanza mining 
kings first began their career in Cali- 
fornia. Here Huntington & Hopkins 
did business On a small scale in the days 
of the °50's. Ifthe walls'of these old 
buildings could speak, what a romantic 


practical working exhibition of the ma- 


tale would they unfold! For more than 
a quarter of a century the Golden Eagle 
Hotel (what a delightfully English 
name that is, by the way,) has 
| swung wide its hospitable doors to -the 
public. 

“Why, I came here a bride,’ re- 
marked a white-haired Sacramento lady 
to me, a8 we sat chatting inthe large 
parior, ‘‘and I’ve attended many a Gover- 
nor’s bali in this old room,’’ glancing 
affectionately around. 

One must not receive the impression, 
however, that there it nothing modern 
or ‘‘new-fangled’’ to be seen in Sacra- 
mento. Far from it. The above re- 
fers tothe older portion of the town, 
for the capital city has broad, cemented 
streets, beautiful modern residences and 
lines of electric cars. These cars, by 
the way, are in che habit of ‘“‘singing”’ 
in the same disagreeable, set-your- 
teeth-on-edge style that our Vernon and 
Maple avenue cars in Los Angeles sing 
—due to some defect in the trolley ar- 
rangement. A Sacramento citizen 
cheerfully remarked, however, when 
this was criticised, that ‘It made no 
difference, as Sacramentans allhad false 
teeth, so it did not affect their molar 
nerves,’’ implying that their toothless 
condition corresponded with the gen- 
eral ancient air of the town. (This is 
hard on Sacramento, but the speaker 
and not this correspondent is responsi- 
ble for the assertion.) 

A trip through the handsome Capitol, 
under the friendlye guidance of George 
E. Pratt (formerly of Los Angeles, now 
employed in the Exeeutive Depart- 
}ment,) was most interesting. Electric 
wires are being strung throughout the 
building so that our next Legislature 
will be illuminated with incandescent 
lights, if not with wisdom. 

A description of Sacramento's hand- 
some buildings would be 
without a mention of the magnificent 
dry goods palace of Weinstock, Lubin & 
Co., saidto be ‘the largest general re- 
tail establishment west of Chicago. It 
is modeled after the famous London 
house where one can buy himself a com- 
plete suit of clothes, a housekeeping 
outfit, some steak fordinner, and ob- 
tain a minister to marry him or an un- 
dertakerto bury him=‘‘All under one 
tentand fora single price of admis- 
sion.’’ 

Although allthe above departments 
are not yet introduced in this big Sacra- 
mento store, one can purchase any- 
thing from a needle to a bicycle in this 
immense human beehive, with its 
400 employés. David Lubin, one of 
the master spiritsof the State Fair. 
and chairman of the historical section, 
is associated with Maj. Weinstock in 
this great house, which has sprung ina 
few years froma little business that 
used to be done in a single room sixteen 
feet square. These Hebrew boys are 
born ‘hustlers,”’ H.-3.-F.

RUMOR AND GOSSIP 
The Chinese Gambling Investiga- 
tion Continued. 


A Number of. Witnesses _Examined 
by the Police Commissioners. 


Hearsay Testimony, but no Real 
Facts Brought Out. 


— 


No Direct Statement That any Officer on 
the Force Ever Took a Bribe or 
Was Corruptly Influenced— 
Evidence in Detatl. 


The.Police Commissioners yesterday 
contintied their investigation of the ru- 
mors of crookedness and bribery on the 
part of the police force»in connection 
with Chinese gambling. The full board 
was present and several members of 
the City Council were in attendance 
and listened with interest to the pro- 
ceedings. 

A number of witnesses were called, 
but the evidence was of sucha charac- 
ter as to relieve all interested from any 
direct suspicion in the matter of having 
received bribes or ‘‘boodle’’ money from 
gamblers. There was the wtsual talk 
about rumors of officers haviug been 


the witnesses had any personal knowl- 
edge on the subjéct. So far the princi- 
pal assault has been made oa 4 former 
oflicer, Bevan, who died some months 
ago, and Kohn, who was for a number 
of months on the Chinatown beat with 
Bevan. Both of these officers took an 
active part inthe prosecution of the 
Chinese murderer Wong Ark, and it was 
mainly through their evidence that the 
heathen was convicted, He has, how- 
ever, been granted a newtrial by the 
Supreme Court, which will soon come 
up, and if the character of these officers 
can be broken down the force of the ev- 
idence will be weakened. 

Jesse Hardesty, who has had most to 
say about the crookedness of the police 
department, was Wong Ark’s attorney 
on his trial, during the progress of which 
the integrity of the officers was repeat- 
edly assailed. The investigation has 
now practically closed, with the excep- 
tion of the examination of ex-Chief 
Burns, which will be taken up next 
Tuesday, after which the commission- 
ers will announce their decision in the 
matter. Following are the details of 
yesterday's proceedings: 

THE TESTIMONY. 

Jesse Hardesty was first Called. Mr. 
Hardesty said that after he went 
out of the office of the District Attorney 
he took up cases for the Chinamen of 
Chinatown, and related much that 
Chinamen had told hjm relative to 
money being paid in time past to of- 
ficers for protection of the gambling 
games. 

Considerable stress was laid upon the 
fact of the general unreliability of Chi- 
nese evidence, such being governed en- 
tirely by personal objects to be at- 
tained. 

Hardesty, however, said that the only 
way to bring the gamblers to justice 
was to haul every one connected with 
the gaming up on a charge of vagrancy 

Mr. Hardesty went on to say that 
certain officers had made statements to 
him to the effect that they had knowl- 
edge of crooked work in China- 
town, but refused to give the names of 
those officers. as stich information 
might lead to their discharge and work 
an unintentional Mmyury. 

lt was the sense of the commission 
that no charge would-be entertained 
against an officer who told the entire 
truth in the matter, provided such an 
officer was not. himself concerned 
therein, and upon that assurance Mr. 
Hardesty consented to give the names, 
and gave that of Officer Walsh as one. 
That officer was immediately sent for. 

Justice Owens came in during the 
session and said that he had seen a re- 
port in the Herald that Rohn had said 
that he (the justice) had instructed him 
(Rohn) not to make arrests on gam- 
bling games unless the players were de- 
tected in the act of actually going 
through the performance of the game. 

The shorthand reporters’ notes 
showed that the statement was made, 
but not connected with Justice Owens’s 
direct instructions. The Judge said he 
had delivered no instructions to officers 
in regard to arrests. 

Capt. Darcy wascalled. The ex-chief 
expatiated upon the number of arrests 
he had made during his term of office, 
but gave nothing of value upon the 
present situation. 

Officer Walsh having arrived in re- 
sponse to the summons of the chief, he 
was sworn and asked to relate what he 
knew about the report of money being 
paid to officers of the law by Chinese.’ 

Walsh said that he had met Hardesty 
frequently on the street during the 
Wong Ark trial. He had been asked by 
Hardesty if he knew of any money be- 
ing received by officers on duty in 
Chinatown, and that he had replied 
that such had been reported to him by 
Chinese and certain officers named, but 
that he placed but little reliance upon 
the hearsay statements. He had for- 
merly come to the conclusion. however, 
that money was being, paid armtthat 
crookedness wag being done, but gave 
it only as an opinion. 

Officer Home was recajied to support 
certain statements made on the day 
previous by other witnesses, 

Hiome had received some orders from 
brother officers of Chinatown to keep 
off their beat. 

Judge Owens was asked to state his 


| Opinion as to the possibility of convict- 


ing: Chinese gamblers of vagrancy. 
The judge didn’t think that successful 


results could be secured by that method, 


| but favored an ordinance against the 


lotteries making it a misdemeanor to 
hold drawings of game. 

P. S. Baker, a police officer, agreed 
substantially in the general methods of 
operation of the fan-tan players and 
other gamblers. : 

kt. E. Cottle was excused, as he knew 
nothing of the matter only upon here- 

Officer Rohn wished to make a state- 
ment. He offered astrong argument in 
defense of Officer Bevan, now deceased, 
discrediting all reflections upon the in- 
tegrity and trustworthiness of the dead 
nan. 

As for himself, Officer Rohn said that 
Ihms was mistaken in the instance men- 
tioned Tuesday as to his (Rohn’s) being 
near. a house where a game was in prog- 
ress, and that he knew that such was 
the case. 

Rohn related his conversations with 
Mr. Hardesty at the time of the Wong 
Ark trial. He further‘stated that Har- 
desty had urged him to give his evi- 
dence in such a way as to let Wong Ark 
down “light,” and thus aid him (Har- 
|desty) in securing a larger Chinese

practice. Rohn said that the trial had 
determined whether he had upon 
the request or not, and that since that 
time Hardesty had been his worst 
enemy.

remarked that the

TEMESCAL TIN. 


No Truth in the Story That the 
Mines are “Played Out.” 


Interview With One of the Miners, 
Apparentiy Knows What He 
Talking About—The Exami- 

ner’s Misleading Articles. 


“The pnblished reports in the 
Francisco Examiner tothe effect that 
the tin at the Temescal mines has 
about ‘played out’ are decidedly untrue 
in every detail, and I believe the pur- 
portedinterviews to have been largely 
manufactured.”’ 

So said S. S. Thomas, an experienced 
and practical miner, who has,.been at 
work in the Temescal tin mines for 
some months past, toa Times reporter 
yesterday. 

“Soch talk,’ continued Mr. Thomas, 
‘is certainly most absurd, as any one 
can readily see who has visited the 
mines and noted the extent of the op- 
erations. 

‘I went to work in the shaft on the 
ist of June last, and have worked there 
steadily ever since or until a few weeks 
ago. I worked on a ledge of ore 100 
feet below the surface which was three 
feet in width when I began and the 
same width when I stopped work after 
following it for three months. If any- 
thing it was a trifle wider and pros 
pected better than it had at first. 

‘‘Robert Griffin, A. Cameron and Ew- 
ing, whom the Examiner interviewed, 
were working near me on the same 
level. Idonot think they gave any 
such statements as were quoted and I 
believe they have since positively de- 
nied doing so. 

‘George Corkhill, who gives the long- 
est interview, is entirely unreliable as 
he is almost an imbecile. He told the 
Examiner correspondent that the drills 
were stopped on March 1, when really 
there were no drills in operation in the 
mine atthat time, and were not until 
July. 

“Before leaving the mine Mr. Simons, 
the manager and superintendent, 
showed me a piece of very pure tin ore 
which had just been sent up from the 
lower level. 

“I have seen the Cornwall ore and 
also the Mexican, but I never saw any 
that would assay as high as that piece. 

‘About there being dissatisfaction 
and complaint in regard to wages, I can 
say that there never has been such a 
condition. The men are all well treated 
and receive good pay. I was paid. $2 
and board for every day’ I worked 
there and could always get my money 
without any difficulty. 

‘It is true that the force in the mine 
has been reduced quite considerably, 
but Ido not take it as an indication 
thatthe mine is failing, but believe 
that is only done in order that ma- 
chinery may be repaired and more de 
velopment done. 

“In July there were possibly 150 
men regularly employed in and about 
the mine. As to how much ore was 
taken out during any one interval of 
time J cannot say asI gave no atten- 
tion tothat point, being confined so 
cloSely at my particular work. 

“Iam a Democrat myself,’”’ said Mr. 
Thomas in conclusion, ‘‘but [do not 
like to see our home industries misrep- 
resented in the way that the Examiner 
has been doing, even though it may 
work to the best interests of my party.”’

gigantic roosts ‘‘apartments?’’ ‘‘Flats,’’ 
of course, would be too plebian, but 
“The West End Apartments,’ 
United States Apartments’ would 
sound both sensible and stately. The 
present form of designation is nothing 
more orless than ua fad, and, like all 
fads, ridiculous. 

When on a lazy Sunday afternoon in 
California you entertain your guests by 
digging up a tarantula nest witha fight 
in view, yougalways come upon a large, 
filmy, white sac containing unaccount- 
able minute tarantulas, as alike as 
school girls’ tears. A Long Branch 
hotel at this season of the vear looks 
for all the world like one of those sacs 
—overfiowing, bulging outevith people, 
all dressed more or less alike—'‘‘people’’ 
invariably following the fashions of the 
moment—all thinking much the same 
thoughts.. 

At about 11 they think they will go 
down to the Hollywood Pools. The 
pools are a mild substitute for sea bath- 
ing. Asthere is no roof the bathers 
can get just as sunburned as if in the 
ocean, but have something to hang on 
to, their timid hearts saved from the 
sport of the cruel, curling waves. The 
bathers appear to enjoy it, and they 
are interesting, apparently, to others 
than themselves, for many come to sit 
about the little tables of the lower 


gallery, which frames the large, oblong 


pool, and drink lemonade and flirt, and 
remark upon the peculiarities of the 
bathers. 

Up stairs there is another gallery, 
where you can promenade and look 
down upon them, and at oiie end a band 
discourses. Justin front of the band is 
a large white plaster statue of a Greek 
athlete, and below, at the opposite end, 
isa spouting lion. All along the pool 
rings depend, and beneath the music 
gallery isaswing. Inthe very middle 
ef the pool’s length is a little gallery 
like an opera box, which is usually filled 
with girls in gay attire. The whole 
scene is very pretty. . 

‘But the girls who bathe do not look 
pretty. The water has a peculiar cast 
which makes their arms and necks look 
a vivid orange, and, with their splut- 
tering faces and dank, coloriess hair— 
the narrow environment brings them 
cruelly close to the spectator—makes a 
picture which is a sad commentary on 
the fact that a woman's—make-up and 
environment centribute in the ratio of 
eight to two to her beauty. 

The ingenuous insensibility of some 
‘of these girls to their audience is re- 

markable. One, witha brilliant pea- 
cock green suit, striped with pink, 
primrose colored hair and black stock- 
inged anatomy from knee to toe, stood 
full five minutes on the deck, surveying 
the water as if posing for a statue. 
She seemed oblivious to the fact that a 
hundred people could watch her if they 
chose; she was merely wondering if she 
should take the plunge or not. Finally 
she concluded that she would, made a 
sudden dive and came up, with leaden 
hair and spouting like a whale. 

Another, a large, fat girl, went 
through exactly the same performance. 
She was more conspicuous than the 
marble athlete, and she wasa ‘sight to 
behold. One girl climbed to the top of 
the athlet’s head—which, 
said, stands on the upper gallery—and, 
amid the breathless interest. of the 
' spectators, raised her arms aloft and 
dived downward like a swooping buz- 
zard. 

The yellow-haired girl climbed into 
the swing with a young man, others 
hung to the rings, girls padiled about 
with large white balls under their arms 
and fat men floated. One and all 
looked perfectly hideous, but doubtless 
the salt water improved their health, 
and one should not cavil at a worthy 
enterprise. 

A more interesting way of spending 
the morning would be to go to Phi! 
Daly’s mysterious establishment, 
politely known as a club house, Men 
tuck their wives under their arms of a 
morning and lead them with wary tread 
through the forbidden territory. The 
wives revel in the lark. but wonder 
how long it will take to get out. It all 
looks dreadfully wicked, one matron 
confided to me—the deep. soft axmin- 
ster carpets, the heavy crimson satin 
damask curtains, the costly, exquisite 
furniture, the domed ceiling, the osten- 
tatiously chaste frescoes, the roulette 
tables with the fascinating chips, the 
silent, stulid men. ~ 

Outside, the lakes belonging to this 
famons ‘‘resort,’’ are covered with 
pond lilies, and at night these lilies ap- 
ear to float on asea of liquid flame. 

ut, alas! it is only modern science, just 
plain Edisonism, electric lights beneath 
the“surface and nothing more. 

At 2, if it be Saturday, 10,000 peo- 
ple are at the races. Unless one has 
some time gone to a race track devoid 
ot interest in the horses or the issues of 
the day, he has never realized what it 
means to see 10,000 contributions to 

humanity, animated by one homogene- 
ous idea. The world beyond that track 
has ceased to revolve, family ties are 
sundered, international questions for: 
gotten. Not one soul in that throng re- 
members whois running for the Presi- 
dency, or whether his tailor has dunned 
him that morning. And the scene on 
the other side of the track isso bucolic— 
woods and sleepy farms and orchards. 
It looks---over there—like one of Ten- 
nyson'’s poems. You can almost hear 
the brook. murmur derisively: ‘ButI 
on forever.” 

Andon this side? The grand stand, 
as crowded and seething and excited as 
any Roman amphitheater ever was. 
Beneath it a monstrous pen, undulating 
between the races. witha vast throng 
of men crowding about the pool-sellers, 
individually lost, just one tremendous 
concentrated purpose, The only sign 
of humanity they showed was.imme- 
diately after tiey had possessed them-

selves of the fateful squates of card- 
board, when they swallowed drinks and 
munched sandwiches. 

Then a bell clahged, and the pen 
seemed to hurl forth its black stufling 
like débris before a cyclonic. The de- 
serted pavement before the grand stand 
became suddenly alive with men; they 
swarmed like ants 6n an anthill.. Then 
the big brass ballon the judges’ stand 
dropped and the race began. 

There was not much demonstration; 
it was very lifeless compared witha 
race in France, where the people act 
like frantic children. There was some 
shouting, but Most hearts appeared to 
beat too feebly for verbal expression. 
Some few, of course, yelled; some peo- 
ple would yell at a mouse or the,.trump 
of doom; and one man just opened his 
mouth and shouted mechanically; his 
eyes were duilland he seemed to have 
no knowledge of what he was doing. 
It was asifhe had learned his lesson 
and was repeating it by note.
